value thereof by fira or other cniiualty shall 
bo repaired or rebuilt, nor shall njjy aucb 
holldinfl when the damage ia less than 
fifty per cent of Ha value ho bo repaired us 
to ho raised higher than tho highest point 
left standing after euch damage ^ shall have 
occurred or so as to bo, In belter condition 
or stale of repair then '.before such damage 
or to occupy a greater tpnee than before 
the injury thereto; nnd the extent of dam- 
age that may be done to Buch building by 
fire or other casualty may bo determined 
by Wrce disinterested citizens of tho Village, 
one, of whom shall be selected by tho owner 
of the building or Ins .agent, the second by 
the President and Board of Trustees, and 
tljatwo chosen shall elect a third nnd tho 
decision of the persons so chosen shall be

grant a permit for the repairing, » Iteration 
or enlarging of ony wooden building so 
damaged to the extent of fifty per cent or 
more of its value when the danger of Sro 
i^'bot thereby increased. 

Section 7. Any owner, builder or other 
person, who ehull own, buildornldi.il tbo 
erection of any: building or part ' of 
any '.'build I os, .within tho fire limita, 
cond-jry to, or, in any other mr-^uer 
than anthoi'izod by the proviainns of this 
ordinance, or who shall own, remove or 
assist ia removing any such building or 
pari thereof, from without said limits into 
the 'same, or o*a, repair or assist in re- 
pairing any damaged or wooden biulding, 
contrrry in either case to any provisions of 
this ordinance, shall be subject to a fine of 
hot less than twenty-five dollars and not 
more than one hundred dollars for tbo first 
offense, and to a like fine for every forty- 
oightjiourfl such person shall fail to com- 
ply with the provieiaiiH of this ordinance, 
or continue in tho violation of the same, 
ho shall be subject to a like fine. 
■ Section 8. Any wooden building or 
part of wooden, building which may be 
erected, enlarged, -.removed or repaired 
contrary to this ordinance,' shall be deemed 
a nuisance; and upon information of such 
violation, the- President shall give due and 
reasonable. notice to the owner nnd builder 
thereof to abate; remedy or remove ibe 
same or auch part thereof as" may be peces-

An Ordlnnnee Bugulntiug 'flic i Use and 
Speed or Automobiles In the Tillage 
of Antioch* 

Be it ordained by the President and Board 
ot Trustees of tho Village of Antioch, 
Lake County, Illinois: 
Section 1. No automobile, auto car, 
locomobile or olher vehicle ^propelled by 
power other than animal or muscular shall 
be driven along, tit rough, upon .or across 
any street, alloy, highway or other public 
place at a rate of speed exceeding ten (10) 
miles per hour, within tfae village of Anti- 
och. 

Section 2, Upon meeting any vehicle 
propelled by animal power, within the cor- 
porate limita of the Village of Antioch, 
the operator or person in charge of any of 
the vehicles mentioned in Section 1 thereof, 
shall always torn to the right, and observe 
the rules of tho road as laid down for other 
vehicles; provided that when it shall ap- 
pear that ony horse or horses, driven or 
ridden by any person upon any of the 
streets, alleys, highways or public places 
as aforesaid, Is or are about to become 
frightened by tho approach of any auto- 
mobile or other vehicle mentioned in Sec- 
tion 1 thereof, it shall be the duty of the 
persons driving or conducting or being in 
charge thereof to cause the same to come to 
a full stop until such horse or horses have 
passed. 

Section 3. Any peraon or persona violat- 
ing any of the previsions of this ordinance, 
open conviction thereof, shall be fined not 
less than three dollars ($3.00) nor more 
than one hundred dollars ($100.00) for 
each offense.

Heath of Frank Pitman. Sr, 
On Monday mojning of this week word 
was received here of the death of Frank 
Pitman, Sr., which occurred at a hospital 
in Chippewa Falla, Wis., on Saturday 
morning after ah illness covering a period 
of manyjrfeeka. 

Mr. Pitman was a resident of this village 
for a number of years until laat March 
when he with his family moved to Chetek, 
Wis., with the Intention of making their 
future home with their daughter at that 
place.

Were Washed Away 

■ - ■ 

Six towns were practically wrecked by a 
cloudburst nnd consequent deluge that 
swept away houses, washed but railroad 
tracks and caused loss of life near Uticn, ■ 
New York. Little brooks' were transformed 
into torrents, against whose currents stanch 
buildings were mere cork. Sherburne, 
Schuyler Lake. Cooperitown, Norwich. 
New Berlin and Edmeston wore the woret 
suffers, but half a dozen other villages 
were badly, flooded. . 

The storm raged, with'* the' greatest se- 
verity near Norwich and Sherbure. The 
Lackawana and the Ontario & Western 
Railway companies' roadbeds for a distance 
of 30 miles were swept away and bridges, 
were washed out. . An Ontario & Western 
coal train was wrecked, causing the death 
by drowning of Engineer Norton, of Nor- 
wich, and the serious injury of others of 
the train crew. 

The reservoir which supplies Sherborne 
with water burst, sweeping everything in 
its path. The stations between Waterville 
nnd Norwich are oil nnder water to a 
depth of three feet. 

The villages of New Berlin and 'Edmee- 
ton were nearly destroyed by the cloud- . 
burst. There was a terrific fall of rain 
and in less than thirty minutes the streams 
became torrents, which swept the buildings 
from their foundations, uprooted trees, 
washed out telegraph and telephone poles, 
destroyed the railroads through the villages'.; 
andwashed out dozens of bridges. 

In New Berlin one targe house occupied 
ay Mrs. J. M. Deming was washed down 
through the main street and carried away. 
The woman has not been rescued and it is 
supposed she bos been drowned. Three 
barns containing horses and other, stock, a 
blacksmith shop, carriage shops and two 
small houses also were washed down the 
main street. 

People who had gone to the Presbyterian 
church to attend services were imprisoned 
in church during Sunday night with', the 
pastor and could not be rescued until Mon- 
dry, when tbey were taken out on a raft. 
Cellars in all the business places of New, 
Berlin are filled with water and the dam- 
age to the businesa port of the village ia 
very large. 

A targe port of the village of. Edmeston 
waa torn up by the floods and the damage 
will amount to thousands of dollars. 

The village of Schuyler Lake .was awak- 
ened by tbe cloudburst, Herkimer creek' 
overflowed its boundaries and flooded the 
village to the depth of three and four feet. 
The lower floor of the Bullion hotel, was 
completely submerged, and ' the inmates 
might have been drowned bad tbe. discov- 
ery of the flood ' been delayed just a few 
moments longer. When the door of the 
hotel was opened the water poured into 
the house in volumes.' 

The streets ore filled with the wreckage 
of trees and driftwood, -Such was tho 
danger that the church bells were rung to 
warn the people to get to places of safety. , 
The downpour continued with unabated, 
violence two hours. 

At Cooperatown a like condition of af- 
fairs existed, and for a time the founda- 
tions of several buildings were threatened. 
The damage is estimated at from $200,000 
to 9500,000. 
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The cry 1b hoard frequently in this conn- 
try that the state should own the railroads. 
Yet if we are to judge by the experience of ' 
European countries, we will certainly think 
well before taking any such. step. The

FOURTH 13 LESS DEADLY. 

Statistics Show Or»t lOtuv Decrease la 
AsTirreanleof Injury, 

This year's Fourth of July celebra- 
tion remitted in 101 cases of letauua, as 
compared with 1(15 last year your and 
410 in IIKVI. while the Injuries from 
blank cartridges were 800 this year, 
com |i« red with 1,003 Inst year and 1,072 
lit HUM, according to statistics furnished 
in an article In the Journal of the Amor- 
lean Med lent Association. 

Restrictions by city ordinances of the 
tor pistol are. credited with the decreaso 
In tha nil mli or of cases of teen una and 
blank cartridge injurle*. particularly In 
a comparison of the tlgm-os of 1003 and 
10OI. While I lie number of casus from 
blank cartridge* U derrenslug each year, 
eases from tho other »:a uses remain about 
tbo same or on the increase.. 

Besides the lockjaw csiet directly due 
to Fourth of July Occidents, 32 cases 
were reported thl a year due to other In- 
juries, as penetrnting wounds from units, 
splinters, .from crushing injuries In fulls 
or otherwixe, compared Willi 53 such 
case* last yenr and 15 In 1003. 

Pennsylvania, the birthplace of Inde- 
pendence, i* thl* year nt least far In 
the lead, with 7".!l casualties, followed by 
New York, with 500. and Illinois, with 
542. The l,Ou7 total Increase over last 
year I* fairly well distributed among tho 
8totea. 

IJesMett 87 denths from tetanus there 
were 03 other accidents, making a totut 
of 182 deaths. There were 4.0O4 non- 
fatal Injuries, or over 1.000 more than 
tho total for lasH year, which was 3,080, 
or for 1003, which was 3.yS.'», Therefore, 
the total of dead and Injured was 5,170. 
u* compared with 4,100 Just year or 4,440 
for 1003. 

The tiou-fntal accident* were appar- 
ently more severe this year than last 
year. Six mora were made totally blind, 
45 more lest one eye. 10 mora lost a leg, 
arm or hand and 13 more lost one or 
more fingers. The molt prolific source 
of severe nccidents cunning blindness, 
bus of hand, arm or other lacorated 
wound* wus the Eiaut cracker. Almost 
Invariably the injury resulted from the 
picking up of the cracker or retaining It 
in the hand r.-.i tho supposition that "It 
had gone out." 

Cities passed ordinance*, 'some only 
oca lust the toy pistol, other* prohibiting 
the sale of fire crackers abore a certain 
size. Others prohibited tho use of fire- 
works on nuy other day than tho Fourth, 
while one city, Baltimore, placed tha 
ban on the use of tlroworka of all de- 
scriptions, The results In Baltimore are 
certainly. gratifying, there being only sbc 
accident* reported from that city, and 
tbesa of a minor nature.

Additional importance attache* to the 
new line of investigation In that the 
frond Is said to involve many companies. 
The Indications, too, It Is said, are that 
tho fraud Is not confined to agents who 
nre anxious to Increase their earnings, 
but that there Is collusion betweeu ofll- 
ccrs and agents. 

If tho Information given Is sustained 
upon Investigation, it may be shown that 
writing policies for large ; amounts on 
persons about to die Is ouo form of in- 
surance bribery which Is prevalent, 

It la the Intention of the commission 
to .search this matter to the bottom. It 
is understood that testimony already had 
boeu voluueered by physicians which will 
tend to prove that such fraudulent prac- 
tices bare been la vogue In lonui of two 
big Insurance companies for year*.

$3,600 FOR LINCOLN HOME 

Old Kentucky Farm Knocked Pawn 
tu New-Yorker. 

At Hndgenville, Ky., tho Abraham 
Lincoln birthplace was sold the other 
day by Commissioner Hnndley, There 
were a number of bidders present:, bnt 
the farm sold for ^3,1100, much less that) 
was expected. The purchaser waa It, J. 
Collier of New York. He will get pos- 
ccssion In December. He baa not yet 
decided what he will do with It, nnd 
probably It was bought aa an investment. 
The farm contains 110 acres nnd the 
price wns not much more than the prop- 
erty Is worth for farmliiK purposes. 

Hltice the birth of Lincoln, on Feb, 12, 
lfiOl), the form had changed hands but 
twice. Thomas Lincoln, the father of 
the 1'reaident. sold the land to Itirimrd 
Creel n ho ut the time the Lincoln family 
moved to Indiana. Tho property contin- 
ued in tho bands of this family until 
something like fifteen years ngo, when A. 
W, Dennett* of N'ew York bought the 
place for $3,500. 

So the birthplace of Kentucky'a most 
noted son for n third time hna become 
merely to much county and State taxa- 
ble property, which, Judging by the past, 
the owners Will have some slight diffi- 
culty In keeping up. 

During the last decade or so many at- 
tempts have been made to perfect plana 
looking to the converting of the property 
Into ii national park, and, while these ef- 
forts have arouaed some comment, not li- 
mit substantial hns resulted. Thomas B. 
Ivirkpatrlck, postmaster nt Hodgenvtilc, 
has tried in vain to awaken a patriotic 
Interest, though be still bclievei that the 
time la not far distant when the people 
will appreciate the opportunity that has 
so long been neglected, and then In true 
American style make the moat of It. 

The farm derives its name from n 
large spring about 100 yards from the 
log cabin in which Lincoln waa born. 
In Its present 'state the tract Is cut In 
twain by n broad thoroughfare, pictur- 
esque to a degree, and winding through 
as lovely a spot as heart could wish to 
know. Two utiles to the north la Hod- 
genvillc,, typical of Kentucky, with a pop- 
ulation of about 1,000. A branch of tho 
Illinois Central connects tbe town with 
the outside world, and a combination 
freight and passenger train makes two 
trips dally to Cecilia, seventeen miles 
away. 

The words of Hardin county show 
that the farm was bought by Thomas 
Lincoln In 1S03 with funds which he had 
earned as n carpenter. In 1814 a joint 
deed was made by Thomas Lincoln nnd 
Nancy Lincoln, At th« time the fnrm 
came Into the family of Lincoln, Thomas 
Lincoln was not yet 25, showing that he 
was a man possessed of more than ordi- 
nary thrift. Instead of careless nnd shift- 
less, as some biographers bare seen 
proper to picture him.

Spring wheat harvest Is finished, and 
good yields are generally reported. 

Tobacco has suffered from wet weath- 
er In portions of Kentucky nnd" In Vir- 
ginia nnd Maryland, but In the first men- 
tioned . State has- generally miide good

More favorable reports respecting ap- 
ples arc received from Maryland and Vir- 
ginia, but elsewhere the outlook for this 
crop looks very poor.

men mad and In a plague of flits and

Yet men will go tu their deaths just 
the same, for lliiele Sam holds forth lur- 
ing Inducements ami the ditch must be 
built. 

It Is estimated that l.'tr»,000 laborers 
are buried up on Monkey hill, near Colon, 
In the awful times of l> Lessppn nnd 
the French control they died like Hies, 
lu 1888 42,000 men were hurled there, 
nml now the I* n I ted Stales povcruinent Is 
making ejtpcrlme'.its among various races 
of men to see what nationality can best 
bear the fearful lioriHiips. Chinese 
coolies, J a ma lea negroes, I'ortUKUese, 
black inci from Africa, Dominicans — all 
luivu been Irb'i), so far lu vain, to sUnd 
the sleice of death. 

So fur the Ch'ne** coolies have borne 
the brunt better than other nationali- 
ties. Death ami n dollar look alike tu 
them. They require but little to eat. 
They plant their own gardens with ynma 
and brum ii us, They grow rice and inn li- 
ngo to support themselves nnd savo near- 
ly nil their salaries. 

As conditions are nt present tn Fan- 
a in a only a- kind and merciful Providence 
can prevent thousands of laborers -from 
dying there annually, Uf course, the 
United States authorities nre trying to 
nllevlate existing conditions, but aa a 
matter of fuel the sun kills what the 
fevers leave, and there is no preventive 
of sunstroke where men work ten hours 
lu steaming mud In a terrible aun glare. 
Eveu uuder the improved conditions 
since the Foiled Stntes assumed con- 
trol Panama is still "the gnrbage spot 
of the enrth." The streets nre filthy and 
odorous, and even the strongest laborers 
from the Stats* find the climate enervat- 
ing nud demoralizing nnd are uuabla to 
withstand the awful heat after a few 
days' work. The thermometer during the 
day is almost always above 00 degrees. 
The humidity is so great that there la 
little cvn pom lion urn! rust and mildew 
form over everything nut In constant use. 
Hundred* of great black vultures hover 
Inrily over the town or sit on the spew 
of the roofs in silent funereal rows. They 
fatten on the offal or garbage heaps and 
not Infrequently upon men who wander 
nwny In delirium and die in the jungle. 
Dozens of laborers are confined in the 
Insane asylum, a quadrangle of noisome 
and breuthtess cells around a coment- 
eovercd court, so hot under foot that it 
can scarcely he traversed. A laborer may 
escape the yellow fever, hut there ara 
other human Ills which are almost Inev- 
itable. Acute malarial fever is one of 
these, and once firmly planted In the sys- 
ti.-m-it means either s change of climate 
or a slow, dragging death, llreu now, 
with the complement of laborers not 
nearly filled, the ambulance is constant- 
ly on (he go. When the French were 
digging the canal there were a dozen 
vehicles on the go day and night con- 
veying the slek to the hospitals and the 
deud lu the graveyard,

Idea Developed In Fertile Brain of 
Peter Helo of NumerberO — Per- 
fected Invention While In Solitude 
In tho Town Lockup.

History tells us that the renowned 
Caliph Haruu nl Rasbld sent to tho 
mighty Emperor of the Franks, Char- 
lemagne, as a token of his friendship 
an hour-glass, then unknown In 
Europe. 

Sand or water-clocks and sundials 
were for centuries tho only known 
timepieces till tbo novor-resilug In- 
genuity of niuii Invented the largo 
tower-clocks, which usually found 
their placoR In the towers of convents, 
churches, or town halls, and were of 
tho greatest Importance to tho Inhabi- 
tants. . They usually had an arrange- 
ment to strike tho linlMiouru and 
hours. 

It was In the old Oermnn city of Nu- 
remberg thnt, about tbo year 1G00, 
a locksmith, Fetor Hcnleln (by some 
orroneouely called Peter Holo) In- 
vented a portable tlmopleco, whose 
moving power consisted of a steel 
spring, Inetead. of weights and pendu- 
lum. He named It after the Latin 
hor a—hour — and added tbo German 
diminutive "loin" to It, so forming tbo 
word "hora-leln," which becamo hi 
people's mouths drrleln, and now in 
Modern German Uhr. He perfected 
his Qrst somewhat clumsy, ok g-s Imped 
timepieces, which were eoon Imitated 
by skillful- mechanics of several other 
countries, though they kept for long 
years their nickname of Nurombcrger 
Eggs. Wo find, as an example, watches 
manufactured In England as early ns 
1539, Holland nlsa soon manufactured 
them. 

Tho legends havolt thnt peter Hen- 
leln, when conceiving the Idea of mak- 
ing his Ana timepiece, was greatly 
occupied by his experimenting to tho 
detriment of his legitimate work of 
lockamllhlng, so that his wHo often 
scolded him about It, and he deter- 
mined to got rid of her torments by- 
having himself locked up In tbe town's 
prison. Determined as ho was, ho 
presented hlmuelf lieforo the austero 
and worthy council of city fathers 
nnd demanded of them ta lock him 
up. They questioned him about It and 
thought hint of unsound mine, and aa 
none of the city fathers could under* 
stand his Ideas, they sent him homo 
under guard with tho request that lie 
ho cared tor till his Illusions should 
disappear. 

Peter was not so easily detracted 
from his plana, and to bave his will 
he castigated the overanxious and 
spying apprentice boy of a neighbor- 
ing tailor, so that this last-named 
worthy should feel Insulted and have 
blm arrested — which -duly happened, 
and bo gave ottr Peter" Henleln the 
long-sought- for opportunity to study 
and experiment In tbe roomy cell of 
the town' lockup without the constant 
Interference of his scolding better 
half J. Here It was that he finished bla 
Inventions, so that when after some 
days— In olden time tbe course of jus- 
tice was rather slow — he came before 
bla Judges' be could show, them the 
first finished boraleln, or orrleiu, as 
It soon waa called. 

From these small beginnings the 
mighty watch Industries of our time 
bave sprung. Peter Henlelovborn at 
Nuremberg 1480, died 1640, after ho 
bad seen his Invention become"* bless- 
ing to mankind. He received tbe 
honor of a monument, which waa 
dedicated at the end of June, 1905. 
The coats of this befitting tribute were 
borne partly by tbe. city of Nuremberg 
and partly by the German Watchmak- 
ers' union.

It. makes a comparison between con- 
ditions In the entire United States In 
18C0, just before the war, and condi- 
tions In the South In" 1304. 

Tho entire population of tho United 
States In 1860 was 31,-143,000, whllo 
the population of the South In 1904 
was 26,300,000, and this does not count 
either Missouri or Delaware. 

In 1860 the brink deposits of tho 
United States were $263,800,000, while 
In 1904 the bank deposits of tho South 
were 1745,000,000, or three times as 
much, . 

In 1 1860 the rnilroad mileage of tho 
United States was only 30,692, while 
In 1904 the mlleogo in the South was 
02,360. 

In I860 the pig Iron In tons of the 
whole United States was 884,474, whllo 
In 1904 tho pig iron of the South was 
2,743,313, 

In 1860 the United States mined 16,- 
173,000 tona of coal. In 1004 the South 
mined 67.700,000 tons. 

In I860,' 4,158,500 bales of cotton 
were produced In this country, whllo 
In 1904 no less than 12,879,000 bales 
were produced In tho South, 

In 1860, 830,460,000 bushels of corn 
wore produced In the United States 
while In -1904 mora than 661,000,000 
bushels were produced in the South 
alone. 

In 1860 the United States had 
5,025,798 cotton eplndlos; In 1901 the 
South had 8,615,000 spintllcB. 

In 1860 the value of all the ex- 
ports from the United States was 
$333,676,000, while In 1904 tho exports 
from the' South were $559,242,000. 

In I860 the property value of tho 
United States wan estimated nt 316.- 
159,000,000, whllo In 1604 the property 
value of the South was estimated nt 
$15,500,000,000. 

These figures show that to-day tho 
South has almost oh large a population 
as the entire country had before the 
war began, that It has almost as largo 
a valuation, and that it has more rail- 
roads, more exports, more cotton spin- 
dles, and in a general way It Is richer 
In natural resources, bank deposits; 
pig Iron and coal than was the entire 
republic In I860. 

No one who looks at .these figures 
can have any doubt as to tho future 
of the South. At no distant day It 1b 
bound to be the predominant figure In 
the country's commerce.

So remarkably has the training suc- 
ceeded that though many of tbo 
cooped-up ribbon weaving rooms aro 
Insufferably hot In summer, the girls 
at the loom b do not sweet, nnd In the 
entire year's run ,of millions of mlleB 
of ribbon, valued at the looms at 118,- 
000,000 annually, nol'SlOO worth of 
ribbon comes out damaged by pers- 
piration.

HOW MOROS MAKE FIRE. 



Simple Apparatus That Can Always 

Bb Depended Upon. 
1 There ' ia still la use among the 
Moroa a curious apparatus for making 
fire.

The whole, connected 1 with cords, 
la worn at the belt of the owner.

A hit of the bamboo is 
scraped off, not much, because the 
wood is hard and the outside haa qnlte 
a glaze, hut enough to be < made la- 
candescent by the stroke, producing a 
bright and long spark. The tinder 
catches this spark and flame Is the 
result. Very little practice Is required 
to enable even a novice to light a Are 
by this 'means.

I wlati fo show here soma of 
the details which make for convenience 
nnd excellence In the work, anys a 
It urn 1 New Yorker writer. 

I find the following plan of Betting 
up n shock most Bntlsfnctory: Set down 
four bundle* in n row 11 nd follow with 
one In the middle on each side. Now 
place a bundle In enrh. of ttie four va- 
cant pin ccs and put on two caps. For 
cnpH select bundles with long straw 
above the tmmh. They will cover the 
shock better nnd will not fall oft so 
easily. Place tho heads of tbo caps In 
the direction from which the strongest 
winds blow. If tho heads face the 
wind the cups will not blow pff as 
readily ns they will If the butts face It 

Here nre n few general suggestions' 
If tlte shock Ima been set tip as here 
directed It will contnln twelve bun- 
dles, Experience tenches thnt this ll 
very nearly thu right number. Ho mi 
little variation, of course, Is nltowahta 
Hut If a shock Is much smaller It lackl 
stnblllty, nnd the same Is true If thf 
shock Is much larger, especially If tin 
wheat Is dentl ripe. When tha wheat 
Is dend ripe tin* hends stand out, and, 
especially In n large shock, the bun- 
dles nrc [fable to fall down. If tin 
heads stand out It Is n good plan te 
hug the shock tightly before capping. 
In a Inrge shuck slightly green when) 
Is npt to mold. When starting a shock 
If convenient start It In the middle pi 
the bunch of bundles. This, will save 
the time and labor involved In carry 
Ing bundles around the shock.

It Isi besides, one of the great- 
est compliments thnt enn.be paid to 
the other person, Like or dislike Dlnj, 
hut. nevertheless be Interested. 



Feeding Too Mauy FowIp. 

When the hatching season Is over 
thorn Is no necessity for retaining the 
roosters, ns the hens will lay without 
their presence, and their room Is val- 
uable, while they cost moro for food 
than they are worth, snys Farm nnd 
Fireside. It Is well to retain the best 
of the enrly pullets, but all pullets that 
do not show evidence of thrift or of 
reaching maturity before whiter 
should bo disposed of. The young 
cockerels should be disposed of just 11 s 
soon as they nre lurge enough for mar- 
ket or the table. It is better to give 
the growing stock plenty of room thnii 
to crowd them. The poultry house Is 
usually n 'warm place In summer when 
well filled with birds, due to the mil- 
mnl heat of the bodies, and the Uoek 
should consequently be reduced to tin- 
lowest number consistent with the fa- 
cilities. 

Potato Qnnl I ty. 

The quality of potatoes In the sub- 
ject of Interesting tests by the New 
York Kxperlmeut S tut Ion. ■ There Is 
reason to believe thnt good quality Is 
developed In a sail temperature of 05 
degrees to 75 degrees, mul the -tubers 
growing from one nnd two to five Indi- 
es' below the surface arc subject to 
these condition'.*. Great fluctuation In 
the 1 soil temperature Is detrimental to 
the iiest development of potatoes, and 
tubers growing too near the surface 
arc subject to this fluctuation. A ton- 
low temperature also injures the devel- 
opment. of ripening mid the soil tex- 
ture, probably hhs Kometlhng to do with 
ripening n'n'd flavor. Hence, -I r potn- 
toes nre planted shallower •thittt three 
Inches or deeper, than Hlx. inches tlte 
conditions nre unfavorable.

The United States Weather Bureau 
takes no stock In the monthly nnd sea- 
son nl forecasts by the so-called 
"weitther prophets" whose prediction! 
nro based upon signs of tho moon, eon- 
Junctions of planets, nnd other nstro- 
namleat phenomena which, ns far as 
scientific men can lenrn, hare no ap- 
preciable iuilueitce upon our atmos- 
phere. Frequently, of course, they hit 
n snow storm or cold wave In winter 
and thunder aud wind storms In the 
summer, ns all nre lhiblo (o occur In 
their respective seasouB, hut to predict 
the nature of the wenthcr more than 
three days Is not possible by the Na- 
tional Weather Bureau, even with con- 
stant connection with hundreds of ob- 
serving stations In all parts of the con- 
tinent. All foreciinttt sent out by that 
Went her Bureau tire based upou ttctnnl 
conditions nt tho time, hut the unex- 
pected often happens te^ upset what 
secins likely to occur.

Tlirec 
American expeditions, stationed In 
S]inhi nnd Morocco, were among the 
number. 

Prom Asnounn, TSgypt, comes the 
nou's that the Hrhluli, American and 
UukhIiui cxpodUlotiK enjoyed perfect 
iventliiT, uud ninile vnltmblo observa- 
tions.

While waiting at the water's edgo 
for our turn to cross, a JapaneBO 
Tommy nudging my arm, pointed to| 
two, ovldently of the brood, who were 
following a dog with shrill Importu- 
nate cries. She was a lank and hun- 
gry-looking beast, with tattered, man- 
gy-looking coat— one of those mongrel 
outcasts of canine society, the carrlc-n- 
dogs or scavanger-dogs to be found 
all over China. Very obviously a pos- 
sessor of a litter of her own, her 
gaunt, protruding rlbB secmed'to pro- 
test against the tax of maternity.
